Work on the tunnel was started
from, thu Inspiration ground In 1913.
It was 200 feet Into tho Keystone
claim beforo tho Miami people know
anything about It. They promptly
applied for. and obtained an Injunc-
tion restraining the Inspiration com'
pany from extending the tunnel fur-

ther. This Injunction was issued from
the superior court cf Gila county.

Immediately tltf Inspiration com-
pany began condemnation proceed-
ings to obtain a right of way for the
tunnel. The 'ifiaml Interests con-

tended that owing to tho formation
of the oro body the existence of the
Injunction will be forced perpetually
to malntnln-th- o Keystone as an idle
claim. Since the public would not
participate directly In tho benefit,
their attorneys declared, the tunnel
could not bo legally termed a public
benefit. Tho principal benefit would
accrue to tho Inspiration Copper
company. It was argued.

Judgo Shutu denied the application
for right of way and an appeal was
taken to tho supreme court. The
final arguments t for tho. , awjlUnt
were made tbS H. Llndley. 'on
authority on mining: law from San
Krancleco. and tiy B." V. Hlce, of
Globe.
